REPORT. 


Washington, July 29.—The weather 


bureau's weekly summary ot crop con- 
ditions, is as follows: 


"The temperature during the week 


ending July 27, in the districts east of 
the Rock Mountains, has been favor- 
able, extept in New England, where it 
has been too cool, but the need ot 
rain is being quite generally felt in 
the central valleys 
and 
southern 


states. Destructive local storms oc 
curred In Minnesota, Missouri, and !n 
1...9 northern portion of tb- si'ddle 
Atlantic states. In California, the 
•week was abnormally cool, but other- 
wise favorable. 


Over the northern portion of the 


corn belt, the corn crop has 
made 


good progress and elsewhere fair ad- 
vancement is reported, but it is ia 
general need of rain in the central 
and southern portions of the princi- 
pal corn states. While no serious in- 
Jurv has >P( resulted from 
drought, 


the crop is threatened in portions of 
Kansas, Oklahoma, aad Missouri 


Some winter wheat remains to be 


harvested in the northern portion of 
the middle Atlantic states, and the 
lake region. 
While light yields are 


generally Indicated, the crop has been 
secured and is being thrashed under 


xceptioiially 
favorable 
conditions, 


that in shock and stack tiaving wholly 
^escaped injury from moisture, which 
wu quite wide spread-In the previous 
year. 


The condition of spring wheat con- 


tinues unfavorable, especlany over 
the northern portion of the 
spring 


wheat region. An improvement, how- 
ever, in the crop, on fall ployew lands 
in northern Minnesota, is reported, 
but the late sown is poorer and rust 
is prevalent in southern Minnesota 
aad South Dakota. In North Dakota, 
the heads are filling fairly well, but 
a poor crop is indicated, and its con< 
dition in Nebraska is less favorable. 
Spring wheat is ripening rapidly in 
the Dakotas. In Montana and Wash 
ington, it is filling well. 


Oat harvest U«s progressed rapidly 


and favorably. 
In Illinois, Missouri 


anu Kansas yields are lighter than 
were expected, but in Iowa, the re- 
sults are more favorable. Rust is re- 
ported from Wisconsin, southern Min- 
nesota, South Dakota, and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


The apple outlook is somewhat more 


promising in 
the 
middle Atlantic 


spates, upper Ohio valley and Illinois, 
and continues favorable in^Iichigan, 
Iowa and southern Kansas.. 


In New England and New York, the 


prospect is far less than an average 
yield. In Missouri, apples have suf- 
fered considerably from wind and hail 
storms. 


Rains have injured hay in New Eng- 


land, and the northern portion of the 
middle Atlantic states, but where un 
finished elsewhere haying has 
pro- 


gressed satisfactorily. A fine crop ->t 
excellent quality has been secured 
in the centraJ valley. 


Tobacco is needing rain in portions 


of Virginia. Nortn Carolina and Ken- 
tucky, but is mostly grown elsewhere.

at once a shelter and an omaiaeut 


These aerial roots are not sources of 


nutrition, but merely serve as mechan- 
ical support to the climblnj ivy. The 
contention tbat they sap the wbo'c of 
the moisture from mortar, leaving it 
excessively dry and crumbling, has 
therefore no foundation in fuel.—Lon- 
don Standard.
